Revoke the Furlough! 


An Editorial. 


THIS i,s an open letter to Governor Parnell. 
I 
lie is the head of the state government, clothed with ex- 


ecutive power to uphold the courts or to nullify them. 


He is the head of the state political group in control of 


the state government, and is able to ride with or against his 
associates. 


Governor Parneil says the William R. Atkins furlough 


request never was brought officially to his attention, that he 
first knew about it from newspaper accounts published last 
week. 


Yet The Star published on this page yesterday a copy of 


a petition dated November 25, 1930, signed by one hundred 
and fifty-five citizens, the last paragraph of which declared: 


That the said W. R. Atkins having publicly announced 


and repeatedly stated that he had arranged everything so 
that he mould not (jo to the penitentiary for the crimes and 
offenses committed in connection with the failure and wreck- 
ing °f the. Bank of McCaskill, we tftke this method of pro- 
testing against' your extending him a pardon or executive 
clemency. 


This petition was presented to Governor Parnell at Lit- 


tle Rock by .1. D. Eley, of McCaskill, and Dr. W. C. Martin, 
pastor of First Methodist church of Little Rock, a former 
Hempstead county citizen who testified as to the character 
and standing of the petitioners. Governor Parnell told them, 
they said, "This man will never go free." 


But Atkins has gone free, and if Governor Parnell means 


to clear his name of the ugiy rumors that are going around. 
the country regarding this public scandal, he will revoke the 
furlough. 


This thing is making Bolshevists out of honest men. Pol- 


itics without the common decency to defer a clemency order 
at least until the defendant has served a month or two, is 
tearing down the fabric of the criminals courts faster than 
juries and judges can leave the judicial chamber. 


It is a public scandal like nothing that has happened since 


1925 when S. B. (Pete) McCall turned out twenty-nine con- 
victs while Governor Terral was out of the state. 


Yet Terral revoked clemency orders right and left when 


he returned . Parnell does nothing. 


..Lieutenant Governor Wilson talks about "petition lists." 


^h&JStar exposed him. It forced the publication not only of 
the "petition Wilson claimed for elemericy, -but also uncovered 
the petition to Parnell opposing clemency. And the petition 
against clemency, with one hundred and fifty-five names of 
representative citizens went unhonored; and the petition for 
clemency, with one hundred and five names, some of them 
non-residents and some of them minors, was duly recognized 
by the august, strutting lieutenant governor who "did not 
choose to have anything to apologize for." 


One man—and only one—can wipe this stain off the 


face of Arkansas. He is Governor Parnell. 


If he is as good as his word he will revoke this furlough. 


If it never came officially to his attention, yet he had been 
interviewed on the matter, had passed his word on it, and 
if nothing else he is guilty of neglect toward citizens who 
trusted him.

18,815 men at all hours'-of the day or^ 
night. He does, however, accept re- 
sponsibility for the most vigorous 
procedure against any member of it 
who has in any member of it who has 
in any way indicated unfitness to 
wear the puiform." 


The charges to which Mayor Walk- 


er made answer-were filed with Qov- 
Roosevelt late in March by a group 
of New York citizens organized as 
"the 
city affairs 
committee." The 


charges were signed by Rabbi Steph- 
en S. Wise and Dr. John Haynes 
Holmes. 


"The city affairs committee," said 


Mayor Walker in his reply Monday, 
"is nolhing more than an annex of the 
socialist party, masquerading under 
a name ingeniously contrived to de- 
ceives the public, x x x Holmes and 
Wise are bolh enrolled socialists, x x 
The executive committe of the socall- 
ed 'committee' includes others active 
in the socialist movement." 


Mayor Walker's reply took up one 


by one the ten "detailed items" in the 
charges against him. In each case he 
sought to show they were without 
foundation.

EDICAL science is rapidly completing the conquest of all 
contagious disease, according to a survey made by Dr. 


Roger H. Dennett of the New York Postgraduate Medical 
School Even though the layman is still ignorant of the pro- 
gress that has been made, Dr. Dennett believes the time has 
come when medical studies can move on in search of fresh 


i fields to conquer. 
. 


The average layman, he explains, is ten years behind 


modern medicine; that is, the newer medical discoveries and 
the results of todayk's efforts of the research worker will 
not permeate to the public at large for ten years. This "lag,^ 
however, is rapidly being caught up through the activity of 
the popular press in printing articles of real educational 
value upon medical topics. 
"Prevention is far more essential than the cure of disease. 


Dr. Dennett comments in the Woman's Home Companion. 
"Fifty years ago diptheria antitoxin was discovered and this 
marvelous cure was hailed as one of the wonders of the day. 
Before that the doctor had stood helplessly by watching the 
btruggle for breath in many cases the agonizing death by 
strangulation.

"Today we believe that diphtheria can be wiped out ot 


the country, much as smallpox has been eliminated in really 
civilized communities; for if every child in the land were im- 
munized'against diphtheria with the newer toxin-antitoxin 
this disease would be a thing of the past."—Hot Spntujs New 
Era.
